Betts, who was said to have been 


separated from his young wife, had 
an argument with her father, Bob 
McNatt. in a field on a south-county 
farm last September, and McNatt shot 
the young man through the abdomen 
and spine. Betts never recovered of 
the wound, and died eight months 
later. 


Following the shooting, McNatt sur- 


rendered to officers and was indicted 
for assault with intent to kill, at the 
October term of the Hompstend grand 
jury. But he will never be brought to 
trial. He died of pneumonia several 
months ago.

May 19th Established the 


Lowest Price Record- 


ed For Season 


MEMPHIS—(U. S. Dept. Agricul- 


ture—The cotton market dufing the 
period May 16 to 22 declined slightly 
with quotations May 19 touching the 
lowest point reached so far this sea- 
son, when the average of the ten mar- 
kets for middling 7-8 inch was 8.41c.- 


Both domestic and European de- 


mand was1 said to have improved a 
little with inquires mostly centered 
on white middling and strict mid-' 
dlihg in lengths 7-8 inch and 16-16 
inch. The volume of spot transactions 
was limited with such business as was

erage price of middling spot -cotton 
May 22 was 8.54c, compared with 8.80c 
May 15 and 15.07c on corresponding 
day year ago. 


Sales spot cotton reported by the 


ten markets for the week amounted 
to 25,442 bales, compared with 19,966 
for previous week and 19,298 for like 
week year ago. The average price re- 
ceived by producers in the United 
States on April 15 was 9.3c per pound, 
compared with 9.6c March 15 and 
14.7c 
on April 15, 1930^ Price move- 


ments during the past few weeks'have 
been largely influenced by the de- 
clines in sales of cotton textils and 
by prices in the stock and other com- 
modity markets. Exports , are now 
only about 100,000 bales below those 
of last season, and to May 22 amount- 
ed to about 6,200,000 bales, against 
6,300,000 a year ago, 


According to the Weather Bureau, 


the week ending-May 19, warmer and 
more favorable weather prevailed in 
the cotton belt during the latter part 
of the week, but the belt as a whole 
was .abnormally cool which retarded 
germination and growth of early- 
planted cotton. The Crop Reporting 
Board, in revising acreage, yield and 
production of the 1930. cotton crop 
estimates the area in cultivation in 
the United States on July 1, 1930, to 
have been 46,100,000 and the area har- 
vested 45,100,000 acres, and the yield 
of lint cotton 147.7 pounds per har- 
vested acre. Boll weevil damage in 
1930 was very low with losses re- 
ported 5,0 per cent for the cotton belt 
proper. Loss from this cause in 1930 
was lower than in any year with the 
exception of 1925 since boll weevil in- 
vasion of the cotton belt was com- 
pleted. In 1929 loss due to weevil 
was reported at 13.3 per cent, and in 
1928 14.1 per cent. 


Southern mill centers said that some 


demand was in evidence during past 
week for whie middling and strict 
middling in lengths 7-8 inch and 15-16 
inch, with the basis for such cottons 
slightly firmer than for week before. 
Transactions however were largely 
of hand to mouth character. 


New England mill centers said bus- 
ness in raw cotton in eastern cotton 
markets was practically at a stand- 
till. Stocks of raw cotton in con- 
suming establishments were said to be 
•radually reducing to a point where 
>uying to take care of stock require- 
ments is likely to be renewed soon. 
Tire fabric mills were said to be op- 
erating up to capacity with reports 
that some would increase schedules 
from 5 to 6 days and using most of 
the equipment available.

8,019 Miles Per Year 


WASHINGTON.—(U.R)—Each car and 


truck in the United States last year 
traveled' an average of 8,09 miles, ac- 
cording to figures recently announced 
by the American Motorist Association. 


The method used by the A. M. A. 


in computing this figure was to use 
the total of the gasoline sales from 
all states, 15,759,000,000 gallons of gaso- 
line, and the total number of register- 
ed vehicles, both pleasure and com- 
mercial, which computation showed 
that gallons were used by each car 
on the average of the year 930. On 
the assumption that the average car 
travels 13,5 -miles per gallon, the A. 
M. A. figured that 212,687,937,000 miles 
were traveled by machines last year, 
ro an average of 8,019 apiece. 


"This figure, of course, is an aver- 


age, but may be regarded as fairly 
accurate," said J. Bprton Weeks, pres- 
ident of the motorists association, in 
explaining the method of computation.
